Then I Imo-w I heard from State later, to tell mo that 
it was not certain but if on afternoon scheduled for Mrs. K in Virginia was over In time 
she and others would come, L-vtcr I was told they lacked the time. 

Later I heard again from State. As I recall the name it was Hillis Lorrie (phon).

I wan a Washington correspofldent before I went into the Army. The USSR w^s our 
ally then. As I had to go to other ombasr.ics I went there on work. Always unsuccessfully 
and never with any personal relationship. In fact they stole every story idea on which I 
went tJiore for help. One apiioared in LIFE, another wao on the UPI wire - these I recall. .
